2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: a method for 
processing material clips which are edited based on special effects such as adding or 
deleting data from the clips to increase of decrease the playback speed of the video clip 
is disclosed by Miller. However, providing special effect categories of text category, 
effect category, transition category, and shake category and editing material clips by 
selecting at least one special effect from said special effect categories are not disclosed 
by, or would not have been obvious to an ordinary skill over the prior art of record.
